The Inquest Into the death of the 
child Whose body was found in a 
cellar beneath St. John's parochial 
school on May »«, waa begun In 
Coroner Duncan's office on Wednes- 
day. While H is generally accepted 
that the remains are those of Alma 
Kellner, no attempt was made on 
the opening day of the inquest to 
Identify the skeleton or articles of 
clothing found. The Coroner's Jury 
is made up of six well known busi- 
ness men. gentlemen of the highest 
Integrity. 

Richard B. Sweet, the plumber 
who found the remains, was the first 
Witness called. He told how he had 
been employed to pump out an old 
cistern In the cellar beneath the 
school house. He began the work on 
Saturday, and found the decomposed 
body on Monday. The Rev. Father 
George W. Schuhmann, pastor of 
St. John's church, was the second 
witness, and every word of his testi- 
mony was listened to with attention. 

Father Sihuhmann made it very 
idaln that Sweet, who found the 
body, had informed the polbe of his 
lind before he acciuainted him with 
the fad IK- said he knew of the 
existence ot the cellar, and that any 
)bservinK iierson who entered the 
music room wciuld have noticed the 
lion ring in the cellar door. Tho 
present janitor informed him during 
the latter part of May that there 
was water In the cellar, and that an 
:)ffeusive odor was arising from It. 
httiher Schuhmann then seiuren 
(■lumbers to hav(> the water p\nii; od 
;iut and to ascertain Where the 
leakafie came from. 

The reverend witness told about 
the Bcrvlces at his cbiircit on tne 
niornluf; of 1). M ember S, the feast o: 
the Innua( >ilatv> Conception, the 
same day on wbi(h Alma Kellner 
iisa PI eared, lu responsA to a query 
from the Coroner, Father Schuh- 
mann said he did not remember tee- 
ing the child In St John's church qn 
that morning. 

He was asked whether any police 
or detectives had inspected the, 
premises after the child was misted. | 
He said such an investigation had , 
been made. On the night that the, 
disappearance of Alma Kellner was. 
reported Sergt Jerry Quill visited | 
St. John's rectory, sUted his errand 
and the witness told him to make ao 
thorough a search as he wished, 
father Schuhmann alto stated that ' 
Joseph Wendling, the missing lent- , 
tor, lighted a lantern and accom- 
panied Father Schuhmann and Sergt. 
Quill In searching the church. They , 
went from the cellar, where the : 
furnaces are located, to the belfry \ 
tower, but found no trace of the ' 
missing child. Wendling was calm 
and collected throughout the search. 
On a later occasion Detectlvie sieve 
Condley visited St. John's ai, i 
made a thorough search of the 
church. The witness stated that as 
far as he knew the detective or 
policeman had not entered the cellar 
of the school house. 

Father Schuhmann said that he 
had employed Wendling as janitor 
and bis wife as housekeei)er on .No- 
vember 9. Wendling remained in 
his employ until January 14. wiien 
he disappeared. Wendlin;; had been 
recommended by a Fourth avenue 
business firm and by the Rev. Father 
Van de I'ltte. He had always found 
him a faithful servant. The witness 
also stated that be believed Mrs.
